Tlio Select Coiiitniltce of Iho llon=e of 
Assembly on I'oblie Aeeomils lias work be- 
fore it vvliicli will entail no snia'I ainonnl of 

labor Upon its uiembers. It is referred to 
that committee to report on jjublic c.vp.eiuii- 
tare, oud also to cnciuire into the statu of the 
Probate Court, in addition lo its other duties. 
It is very desirable that the piibliu should 
from lime to tinio have sucli iiilorriialion us 
to what the state of e.\pendilure is, and how 
the Diooey is applied, ns can be elicited by n 
eomtntt'tee of the ilouso of Assembly. 

Tax-payers under B constitutionai govorn- 
mcnt have sbldom rcasoa lo complain of the 
niisiipplicalioi: of ihc funds wliich they contii- 
biile lor ibe support of tlic st.ile, but oeca-ims 
do aviso at iulcrvals \Yliieb cause an outcry 
against tho expenditure of individual de|i:iri- 
inenis, and it .is for tho purpose of guardin,' 
against any evil of this Icind that the ropro- 
scnlatives.of tho people are invested with the 
power of making inquiries into the coadact 
of the different briinuhes of the executive gov- 
ernrneiit. 

In all coiinlries llieso iiMjuiries arc mo.st 
desirable, but in youii;,' couiilrics iire-Ciiiiii- 
enlly so. In prosecuting their enquiries 
committees are likely to detect snub errors as 
may exist in the system under which the 
different dcpartmenU are carried on, and are 
euabicd lo sii;;ge.*t reforms and iinijrove- 
nieiils lendiii;,' lo prcMlucv^ a more jioifec-t sys- 
lem. The coiiimitlee lias direct power to call 
for accountSi papers, and returns relating to 
the treasury, the-'poslolBce, and finance and 
j;unoral or local matters, and indirectly 
ihrcngh tho Governor as repiesontaiivu of 
Her .Miiji:3ty for returns co.iinH^led with the 
civil i;ovei:i iiijii I ; ua.b'r ih'j former head 
may bu included all sranls for roads, fur the 
iniprovcinent of tbe harbor, and fur public 
works generally. And it will be the duty of 
Iho coniinitte! to inipiire in point of 
fact wlicther the cxeiMitive ollieers havr 
properly peifonaed llifir ilaty in dis- 
bnrsiii^ the pnMii: funiN, :i;id far- 
ther 10 show where Ibe public e.xiJioi- 
dituro has exceeded the voies. The I'osi 
olTico, and the Public-Works Deparlrnent, as 
having the control of ilie road-!, will reipiire 
the particular atleiilioii ol Ihe eoin.oili.eo, on 
account of Ih-dr exeensive draft opon ihe 
piihlio fluids. There is a u'eiieral oiitory lor 
iniprovcrneiil in our positil c.iiniiiiinicat ions 
and country loads, and it it is very desirable 
that the ooinmiltee should examine thor- 
oughly into the cause of the e:;i)i'nsi-i 
incurred in llie<e I'vo drparl ineols -a- i-.ini- 
pared with tie' iniproveinenls .■ili'otoil !iy 
I'lem in lli^- la-l liaaiiri.v! ye.ir. W.: b.ive no 
decira to see cither id' these di'parlnienli" 
unduly restricted in their expenditure — wliai 
is required of them canuot bo efTccied wiili- 
out proper lund^, and wu shall bu -ilad to fee 
the House passing large voles for llieir sup 
port, under ihe Miitife-'lioii of the present 
coiniiiitt"e as t I Ihe iii'M-iirvs lo l.r; adopt, nl 
for ibn duo regul.ili )ii and control of tlieir 
uxpendituro.
